The  as- 
Hfitsment  valuations  form  the  basis  for 
County  and  State  tax  sa  well  as  Towa^vax, 
if  the  assessor  of  a  town  advances  the  val¬ 
ues  unduly,  that  Is,  out  of  proportion  to 
the  valuations  in  other  towns,  his  town 

wil  he  compelled  to  beer  »  larger  abare  of  j  N"*  **7  ko,“*  ^  lU  *ppn>pri*te  claaa. 
the  County  and  State  tax.  Therefore  one  of 
the  first  principles  he  acts  on  is  to  keep  the 
eggrrgtle  valuations  of  the  Real  Estate  of 
the  town  as  low  as  possible,  consistent  with 
hit  official  dnty  and  oath,  He  is  the  rep 
reseii tative  of  the  town  and,  In  his  relations 
to  this  question  and  to  otli  er  towns,  he  ia 
the  mfarfimeiif  of  the  town.  Here  the  sel¬ 
fish  principle  of  the  town  Is  opposed  to  the 
higher  moral  principles  oi  generosity  and 
patriotism  But  it  ia  unavoidable,  for 
each  town  ia  preaumed  to  have  burdens 
enough  of  its  own  to  carry  without  aseum 
ing  tny  that  property  belong  to  others* 

Within  the  bounds  of  moat  townshlpe, 
the  real  property  may  be  divided  into  two 
gaqjpti  c lasses,  Agricultural  or  Farm  Land; 
and  Town  Plots  lor  dwellings,  Factories  or 
B tores.  Tba  first  we  understand  to  mean 
land  iu  plots  of  many  ami  from  which  the 
owner  or  occupant  supports  hit  family  in 
whole  or  in  great  part  by  tbs  cultivation 
of  the  soil ;  Land  that  ia  not  adapted,  nor 
wanted,  nor  saleable  for  village  or  1 1  villa  ’ 
lot*.  It  seems  quite  important  to  observe 
this  distinction  ;  and  if  this  be  wefi  under¬ 
stood  it  ihonld  simplify  the  Assessor**  dn 
ty  and  materially  lessen  the  causes  of  dim* 

•atisf nation  and  complaint*  It  ii  vary  easy 
to  ascertain  what  is  the  general  produc¬ 
tiveness  or  poeaibltitiee  of  Agricultural 
Und  its  range  being.  In  this  part  of  the 
country,  between  $50.  and  $150.  per  acre. 

It  is  very  rarely  the  case  that  it  exceeds 
the  latter  sum*  Great  experience,  skill  and 
industry  are  needed  to  make  it  pay  Inter- 
eet  regularly  on  even  that  valuation.  If 
then  it  Ki  held  to  be  worth  several  hun¬ 
dred  dollars  per  acre  it  is  because  it  U  eli¬ 
gible  to  change  ita  classification  and  should 
b «  rated  under  the  other  claaa. 

It  is  manifest  injustice  to  every  other 
citixen  to  allow  plots  of  90  to  50  acres  of 
land  to  b*  held  in  the  midst  of  a  village 
a#  /arm  fond,  and  smeared  aa  euch,  or  at  a 
very  little  higher  valuation,  encouraging 
the  cupidity  of  the  owners  and  retarding 
the  growth  of  the  village  and  damaging 
its  bast  interests  These  men  are  conse¬ 
quently  exempt  from  the  proportion  of 
taxes  which  equity  requires  that  their 
acres  of  lota  $hmUd  pay,  and  their  neigh* 
bora,  one-firth  earn  lot*  right  adjoining  are 
compelled  to  pay  five,  or  more  times  the 
ratio  of  tax  than  relatively  belong*  to 
them.  We  know  instances  ia  our  villages 
and  every  thoughtful  mas  doea,  where  the 
» ml§M*  value  of  land  has  doubled  or  treb¬ 
led  within  three  yean  but  the  land  being 
classed  as  farm  'and  the  tax  imposed  ia  ad 
vanced  the  tnerret  trifle.  They  tel!  us  that 
the  land  does  not  yield  enough  to  pay  tor 
the  coat  of  production  (which  is  no  doubt 
I  roe)  and  therefore,  forsooth,  it  should  be 
imeaiBd  as  farm  Land  I  The  fact  ie  it  is 
not  adapted,  either  by  location,  or  quality 
or  value,  or  treatment,  to  be  form,  land.
